At 
best it simply transfers the respon- 
sibility for inexcusable conditions to 
the man higher up: Railroads are, 
ar a rule, provided with high salaried 
officials whose duty it is to look into 
the future and to see that they are 
prepared for it. The prosperous con- 
ditions of today with which the rail- 
roads have to cope, constitute noth- 
ing of an emergency; they are the 
gradual growth of years with, which, 
it is apparent, the railroads have not 
kept pace. There is fundamental er- 
ror somewhere! To whatsoever source 
it is traceable, it is a duty which those 
who control these utilities owe to 
the public, to find the remedy and 
apply it!

River and Harbor Improvements. 

The southern states should take an 
active interest in the plans for river 
and harbor improvements which have 
been urged for this section. 

A Rivers and Harbors Congress will 
meet in Washington on the 7th and 
8th of December. The object of the 
meeting is to thresh over the matter 
of these improvements in all parts 
of the country and present to con- 
gress a plan of procedure that will 
have the united support of the con- 
vention. 

The people of Georgia and of this 
section, while appreciating the bene- 
fit that would accrue from govern- 
ment work in their rivers and har- 
bors, in deepening channels and in 
clearing out obstructions, have not 
gone about the matter of securing ‘the 
needed appropriations in an aggres- 
sive and systematic way. : 

The tour of the congressional com- 
mittee on river and harbor improve- 
ments, which visited Georgia several 
months ago, gives promise of more 
success in future in inducing congress 
tu make appropriations for this work. 
While an average of twenty million 
dcllars has been spent during the last 
ten or twelve years on this branch 
of government work, very little of 
this money has been diverted to Geor- 
gia. This year the rivers and harbors 
congress will appeal to congress for 
<n appropriation of fifty millions of 
dollars. Georgia has already shown 
the congressional committee where 
some of this money could be used 
to good advantage along her water- 
ways and in her harbors. 

In Georgia there are a half dozen 
waterways passing important inland 
towns, that should be developed. If 
this is done, it would be of tremen- 
dous advantage to a wide area of 
country, in furnishing new means of

tion of freight rates. 

In Macon, in Albany and in other 
Georgia points local capitalists have 
| recently raised funds by subscription 
for equipping and operating steamboat 
lines; showing that the people most 
familiar with the possibilities of tr 
waterways in their own sections, have 
no doubt of the feasibility of the plans 
_ proposed for their improvement. This 
will be urged upon the National 
Rivers and Harbors ‘Congress and, 
later, upon the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house. of representa- 
tives. 

Navigation between Savannah and 
Augusta could, with a comparatively 
smal] amount of work on the part of 
the government, be continued through- 
out the entire year. 

The Chattahoochee river should be 
developed as far up as Columbus, 
this affording this populous and com- 
mercial important city, abundant wa-

Bisnop Keiley on Lawiessnese. 

Bishop Benjamin J. Keiley, of the 
Catholjc church, has raised his 
voice in protest against the crime 
of lawlessness. ‘ 

In a letter addressed to the. clergy 

and the members of the congregations 
in his jurisdiction, he expresses him- 
self in the most direct and unqualt- 
fied manner on the subject of this 
evil, which has become too prevalent 
in all parts of the country. 
. During the past several weeks 
many of the leading men in the min- 
istry in. Georgia have expressed 
thmselves vigorously in condemna- 
tion df the utter disregard. of law 
which has manifested itself in spo- 
radic outbreaks in many’ American 
atates and cities. 

There is hereby revealed a gratify 
ing unanimity of opinion among the 
leaders in every denomination and 
every shade of religious belief. It is 
agreed by Jew and Gentile, Protest 
ant and Catholic that lawlessness is 
opposed to the teachings of the 
Great Judge: that infractions of the 
iaw by individuals or by mobs is in- 
imica]l to the progress of civilization 
and of religion. 

The firm stand taken by Bishop 
Keiley will give added weight to the 
arguments already advanced in favor 
of uniform legal procedure.

The Japanese Situation. 

It is sincerely hoped that the ob- 
ject of Secretary Metcalf’s trip to the 
Pacifié coast will be accomplished 
and some satisfactory solution 
reached in the problem that threat- 
ens. the entente cordial now existing 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan, 

The despatch of the secretary of 
commerce and labor to California to 
investigate the situation which has 
called forth Japan’s protest shows 
the deep concern of the administra- 
tion in the present danger to inter- 
national comity. Mr. Metcalf is a 
citizen of California. and his home is 
at Oakland, just across the bay from 
San Francisco. He will bring to the 
work of solving the present delicate 
situation a personal knowledge of or- 
dinary conditions in his home state 
and of the sentiment of the people, 
as well as inside information as to 
the purpose of the administration 
and a comprehensive idea of what 
Japanese resentment and possible re- 
taliation would mean to the United 
States. 

The whole complaint grows out of 
the alleged discrimination against 
the Japanese by the city of - San 
Francisco in the matter of education, 
in that they are not permitted to at- 
tend the schools maintained. for the 
native white children. The city 
quotes the state law to show that it 
is acting entirely within its legal 
rights in thus separating its white 
and brown people. It contends that 
the Japanese are not discriminated 
against in “the matter of education, 
but that schools are maintained at 
public expense for those of Oriental 
descent. 

Were the problem confronting the 
people of San Francisco one dealing 
with an alien and an inferior race, 
the southern people and the southern 
press would be slow to urge national 
expediency in opposition to race 
pride and race feeling. 

It would be most unfair, however, 
to class the educated, highly civilized 
and progressive people of Japan with 
the African negro. If a comparison 
is made of the history, the literature, 
the development of artistic and me- 
chanical skill, the advantage is in 
dubitably on ‘the side of Japan over 
Africa. 

It may be that in international law 
the granting .of all rights accorded 
the most favored nation does not 
carry with it the duty of education or 
of social and fraternal intercourse.

The ‘experiente of the United States 
bank, which. contrary to the advice of 
Thomas Jefferson, was chartered in 1791. 
does not encourage the reestablishment 
of a similar institution. Often used as 
a political machine, it never achieved the 
success contemplated by Alexander Ham- 
ilfon, itg princinal promoter. The bank 
failed+for the thir& time in 1843, after 
the stock had gone down to 2 per cent. 
of the state banks which, sprang up, aft- 
er its last failure, like mushrooms. a 
majority were unsuccessful. The notes 
of one state were not current in another, 
and could not be used except at a sacri- 
fice. We did not get a stable, uniform 
and safe bank note currency until Sal- 
mon P. Chase, to create a market for 
our bonds, inaugurated in 1863 the pres- 
ent national bank system. 

Except in California. we had, until 
then, seldom known the blessines of a 
reliable medium of.exchangé: Gold cir- 
culated at rare intervals: almost always 
it was driven out by depreciated paper, 
which holders were anxious to part with 
before furtMter depreciation might take 
place. Since national bank potes existed 
they circulate at par with coin in every 
part of this country; they are even grate- 
fully accepted in payment of debts in 


The accumuyjation of money by need- 
less taxes i ed by the federal gov- 
ernment on the people of the United 
States, and considered ene of the causes 
of money stringency, can better be avert- 
ed by a revenue commission with power 
to regulate the taxes according to the 
annual budget, than by a United States 
bank.

i Telltale Figures. 

The Southern Presbyterian church has 
today about 3,136 churches. To supply 
these churches she has only 84! minis- 
ters. 

These 841 ministers serve 1,110 
churches. This leaves in the bounds of 
the Southern Presbyterian church 2,026 
pastoriess churches which have no hopes 
of getting pastors unless they rob some 
one of the churches now having a pastor 
or wait several years until a man can be 
educated and equipped for their service, 
according to Presbyterian ministeri4] 
standards. 

At the rate candidates are now apply- 
ing for entrance into the Presbyterian 
ministry, the churches will have all dis- 
integrated before a pastor could be sup- 
plied in the latter way. 

Each year churches in goodly number 
are being removed from the rank of con- 
gregations and placed by the various lo- 
cal presbyteries in the rank of mission 
stations. 

It is a startling fact that although the 
church is establishing new churches, the 
preacheriess ones are dissolving almost 
as fast as new ones are being organ- 
ized. . '

SAYS MEN USED 
BAD JUDGMENT 


Chief Talks About Police- 
men Who Signed Sa- 
loon Petition. 


Chief Jennings stated yesterday after 
noon that he did not think the board 
would deal harshly with the members of 
the force who signed an indorsement of 
a saloon keeper who was seeking @ 
license. 

“I do not think the men acted with 
very good judgment,” said the chief, 
“but they say they did not think they 
were signing any petition for a whisky 
license. There is this about the matter 
which perhaps the men did not fully 
realize and it is that the signing an in- 
dorsement for loon men might em- 
barrass the signer in the future when 
called upon to make a case agaifist the 
men he indorsed. The matter will be re- 
ported to the board and I do not think 
that anything more than a reprimand 
will be the result.” 

Members of the police force are taking 
the position that there is no rule against 
the signing of a whisky application. even 
if this had been done, and that if the 
investigation committee in a ‘measure 
looked to the police to find out the bed 
saloon men the committee could with 
equal propriety wish to hear from the 
police as to who the good saloon men 
were.

“Again, I want to speak to you on’ 
the question of Atlanta’s prohibition elec- 
tion. Shall Atlanta have a prohibition 
election? This is the question that I 
hear all through the city, and not only 
all through the city, but all over the 
country. Our answer is, yes. 

‘There are three classes of people in 
Atlanta at this time: ‘Those who are op- 
posed to any agitation at all on the sub- 
ject of a prohibition election; those who 
are in favor of it and want to go into | 
it at once, and tnose who are on the| 
fence, trying to keep in touch with both 
sides. 

‘Tl believe in en gmmediate challenge 
of the whisky forces of this city. I am 
in for the circulation of petitions at once. 
We can. get enough signers to the peti- 
tion in twenty-four hours to secure the) 
election. We have waited for the busi-| 
ness element of the city to act, and they | 
have failed to do so. It may be that! 
they intend to do something later on, | 
but my! hell is, being populated every 
day we wait. What is fhe use waiting ' 
for the damnable stuff to do any more. 
dirty work? Let us get together as 
Christian men and wipe out this hellish 
business. We can do it. You know we, 
ean do it. Everybody knows we can 
do it. 

“ane other day I was coming in from 
South Carolina on the train with Gov- 
ernor Bob Glenn, of North Carolina. He 
was on his way to the sick bedside of his 
brother in Macon. I had a long talk 
with him. I have known Governor Glenn 
for @ number of years. I used to live 
next door neighbor to him when [I had 
my first pastorate in Winston. I have 
followed his career in polities with great 
Interest. I do not know a man today 
in public life that I admire More than I 
do Goverfor Glenn. My! but he is a 
man among men. 

Wipe Out Whisky Traffic. 

“tie said to me: ‘Broughton, I propose 
to wipe the whisky traffic out of North 
Carolina before my administration closes. 
It is the only ambition I now have. We 
have practically run it out of all the im- 
portant citier and towns in the state. 
We have passed a law that makes it so 
hard for the distillers that they can 
hardiy do business in the state, and 
hence, most of them have left. The fact 
is Noyth Carolina is now ready for busi- 
ness in the line of a prohibition fight. If 
am traveling all over the state making 
prohibition speeches. I am dolug it, not 
as a sentimentalist, though I admit that 
there is a sentimental side to it. I am 
doing it not altogether as a Christian, 
although I am sure there is a Christian 
Side to it, but I am doing it as q states- 
‘man. 

“I believe the Grink traffic is the great- 
est menace today in the state and itn the 
nation. I propose putting my influence as 
governor of North Carolina squarely in 
favor of wiping the traffic out of the 
state, and then I propose to go further, 
and have the legislature pass a bilf re- 
quiring our senators to have the United 
States senate pass such a bill for North 
Carolina as as been recently passed for 
Maine, making it impossible for dealers 
to ship the stuff into North Carolina ex- 
cept for such purposes as the bill will 
specify. We are getting tired of whisky 
in North Carolina. It has dominated and 
dammed the state long enough. We are 
now going to have prohibition, and we 
are going to have it straight.

“I got very much, enthused about this 
time, for you kjow it is a rare thing to 
find a man, holding the hig}, office of gov- 
ernor, talking like that. They generally 
are very conservative when they come to 
questions that involve the whisky inter- 
est, apd so to hear him talk that way, 
made me fee] good.

GOING ABROAD 


Census Bulletin Shows a 
Great increase in 
Exports. 


Washington, November 4.—A_ bulletin 
izsueGc Ly the department of commerce and 
labor says that exports of steel manu- 
factures show an increase of about 25 
per cent in the nine months ended with 
September, and reports of a similar char- 
acter show an increase of practically 25 


per cent in the same period as compared 
with the same months of the preceding ; 
year. Exports of al] domestic products 
increased about !3 per cent, the bulletin 
says, and Imports about 9 per cent. Pig: 
iron and iron ore imports aggregated over | 
$10,000,000 in the nine months ended with | 
September, against about $5,000,000 in the | 
corresponding period of 1905 and abaut 
$2,000,000 in 1904. 

The growth in the exportations of iron 
and eteel was larger in the nine months 
ended with September, 1906, than in any 
corresponding period of our export trade. 
The gain in those months over the cor- 
responding period of the preceding year 
was over $24,000,000. Comparing the fig- 
ures of 1906 with a decade earlier, the ex- 
ports of iron and steel show a gain of 
over 270 per cent, while the imports of 
iron and steel meantime an increase 
of 50 per cent. Iron and steel exports 
in the nine months of 1906 were $127,- 
189,673, and iron and steel imports for 
the same time were $24,376,887.
